old idea that order prepare children 
for life the chief function the school 
give them mere mass information rapidly 
being displaced new and saner point view. 
The aim education today send out, from our 
elementary schools well our higher schools, 
children who are socially efficient. look 
the needs democracy today can but feel that 
what the country most needs its citizens is: 

First: have ingrained their nervous sys- 
tems certain habits right action for the good 
the group. 

Second: able think for themselves, 
reason, judge, evaluate. 

Third: have certain appreciations which will 
make them respond the best things life. 

Fourth: have those skills and that knowledge 
which will make possible for them bear their 
own weight society contribute the prog- 
ress the world. 

Education then must develop these citizens 
today well tomorrow the habits, attitudes, 
appreciations, and skills necessary for the life 
democracy. The elementary school must 
self largely responsible for this, not the high school, 
the college, the university. can this only 
having the schools miniature democracies where 
situations arise which give opportunity for the de- 
velopment those qualities. 

The newer education does not depreciate the 
value knowledge but places increased emphasis 
upon the development certain moral and mental 
habits and appreciations. development these 
must begun the earliest years the child’s 
life. 


The first objective then that think the kinder- 


garten should strive attain the development 
certain desirable social moral habits. this, 
the factors which make for morality should held 
clearly mind. 

First: moral, one must have certain 
standards what right. These come largely 
from environment, although heredity and tradition 
play less important part. When mother smiles 
approval her child because does the right 
thing, she helping him form standard what 
right. night when she talks over the events 
the day, commending certain his actions 
showing where would have been better have 
done differently, she building concepts right 
action. Too often expect children know 
instinctively what right and what wrong. 
There not instinct morality, but all instincts 
can modified and developed contribute 
moral growth. 

Second: moral one must not only have 
standards what constitutes right action but the 
ability think for one’s self also necessary. 
imbecile neither moral nor immoral but unmoral. 
Right only relative term; what right one 
situation may not right another. Constant 
judgment necessary size situation and 
decide what the right thing done. Blind 
obedience external authority tradition nei- 
ther moral nor safe. New situations arise which cus- 
tom cannot meet. The exercise intelligence 
the only safe guide. 

Third: Morality active attitude, not pas- 
sive one. The one who simply avoids wrongdoing 
not moral, neither the one who does right occa- 
sionally. moral person must right 
habitually. morality must formed 
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all other habits are, through action. 
nor prayer alone will avail. 
good. 

While blind obedience external authority 
the first step the development morality, this 
blind obedience must quickly pass into intelligent 
obedience external authority and finally into 
obedience self-determined lines conduct. 
must develop children, then, want them 
moral, standards right action, the ability 
think for themselves, and the ability hold them- 
selves certain self-determined lines conduct 
means body habits ingrained their nervous 
systems. 

have these habits ingrained their nervous 
need opportunity after opportunity 
given children for the exercise these habits. 
need also the same kind situations present our 
class rooms which children will meet life, not 
absence these. One cannot learn swim dry 
land, neither can one learn moral class 
room where the teacher makes all the rules and sees 
that the children merely obey them. 

The old type education presented compara- 
tively few situations for the development stand- 
ards right action, the opportunity think, and 
hold one’s self self-determined lines conduct. 
kindergarten used have children seated 
acircle. asignal given the piano, the children 
rose, turned, took their chairs, and marched one 
right after the other the tables. This was 
artificial situation. child who was late kinder- 
garten one morning said couldn’t begin his work 
because wasn’t there time march the 
table with the rest the children. Another child 
when asked why she didn’t obey her mother 
home, said, mother hasn’t any piano tell 
what 

Then, when the children got the tables, there 
was little box front each one, tipped over 
its cover, which was drawn out bit. teacher- 
given signals, the children drew out the cover, 
placed top the box, raised the box, put the 
cover it, and placed the box the back the 
table, Then the teacher directed form made 
and after was made the children discovered what 
they had made. The children had need op- 
portunity think for themselves. All they had 
was follow directions. 

contrast let visit modern kindergarten. 
find the children gathered about the piano where 
the good-morning song and prayer have been sung. 
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The children are recalling what they must 
complete their grocery store. One group decides 
make counters for the store, another make boxes 
for the fruit already made, one other group must 
finish work already begun the previous day. Some 
children are making individual contributions the 
store. 

The children also recall what they need re- 
member they work, as, use soft voices 
when they talk together, move about quietly 
they work, and pay attention the work they 
are doing. The children then put away take 
their chairs quietly the table without pushing, but 
the same way that any group people should do. 

The group that was build the counters the 
store gets the necessary material, some carrying 
the large blocks others who place them the store 
and the building. Another group goes the 
place where the heavy paper kept where has 
been placed the table and prepares make boxes 
barrels which keep the fruit. Another group 
paints clay fruit previously made. Think 
the opportunity such work gives for difficulties 
arise, they will social situations. These are 
talked over the time the end the period 
when actions well results hand work are 
checked. Definite points which need worked 
the next day are determined the children 
under the guidance the teacher. 

This working together groups gives oppor- 
tunity develop leaders the right kind, also 
intelligent followers; the need co-operation 
felt, for courtesy and consideration shown. 
The children must find their own way making 
things and willing persevere spite 
culties. Technique must developed doing 
things over and over until they are adequate. 

The children, themselves, are held responsible 
carry out the standards right ways working 
which they have determined upon. They are also 
helped notice the children who are improving 
ability, co-operate, and also censure those who 
violate the rules. Definite situations are talked 
over and the children led see why certain actions 
are right wrong. Children who can work intel- 
ligently groups kindergarten develop such 
power helpful initiative and perseverance, self- 
control and obedience, courtesy and consideration, 
that the first grade they can occupy themselves 
profitably and orderly way the longer peri- 
ods when the teacher must busy with another 
group. This ability inestimable value. 
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believe that parents and teachers should work 
together build these children the habits and 
attitudes which are necessary for good citizenship. 
Parents should realize what the school trying 
accomplish this line. Teachers often have 
better opportunity know habits the children need 
develop than parents because the teacher sees 
the children work and play with others their own 
age. One the best ways call parent’s atten- 
tion the habits the school trying develop 
through the report card. believe quite 
important that such cards indicate growth desir- 
able habits for citizenship show accomplish- 
ments subject-matter. 

group kindergarten teachers Kansas City, 
Missouri, formulated kindergarten report card 
which would indicate growth desirable 
received such favorable comments 
teachers, and principals that similar card 
formulated for use the grades. 

addition the habits and attitudes desirable 
for good citizenship another habit closely bound 
with these and necessary for their development, 
the habit clear thinking. This the second ob- 
jective which believe the kindergarten should work 
accomplish. How can develop this power 
the kindergarten child? have already touched 
upon this when spoke the children deciding 
what they need make for their store and what 
they must make their kindergarten better— 
such paying attention the work hand, talk- 
ing and moving about quietly. The hand work 
period offers wonderful opportunities for the 
opment clear thinking. longer dictate 
steps children must take making object and 
then have them discover what has been made. 
needs for hand work arise, boxes contain fruit 
counters for stores, the children decide the main 
characteristics the object made order 
keep these mind they work. These charac- 
teristics can developed by: 

Taking the children excursion where 
the object made can seen. 

Showing the real object preferably many 
varieties the object, which have been brought into 
the schoolroom. 

Recalling their knowledge the object. 

Showing pictures the object. 

Instead the teacher selecting the materials 
for the children use and passing them out one 
time, the children think all the materials they 
will need use making the object and and get 
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them. The teacher takes caré arrange these 
materials the room that confusion will not 
result. 

The children find their own way making things. 
This not blind experimentation because the 
step which has preceded it, when the main charac- 
teristics the object made were developed. 
While the children are experimenting the teacher 


has opportunity study her children and help 
them by: 


Commending good points their work. 

Asking suggestive question. 

Calling attention another child’s work. 

Showing telling individuals, necessary, 
how improve their work. 


After the children have finished their work, the 
teacher calls them together and causes their idea 
technique develop by: 


Talking over their work; having them tell 
points they like and giving suggestions for improve- 
ments. 

Comparing different children’s work. 

Showing models made the teacher. 

Developing the idea again the previous 
step. 

Giving directed lesson. 


best the children can experiment again. 
ter work should required they this. 
this requires good thinking. 

Good thinking class-room management can 
secured having children decide when 
right for them talk move about and how they 
can this not disturb the rest the group. 
answering questions, children should required 
answer the exact question asked. going 
excursion well have the children decide cer- 
tain definite points observed. story telling 
the children can listen and find out the answer 
question asked. 

third objective which the kindergarten should 
keep mind less important—the development 
appreciations. Perhaps this should given first 
place. The elementary school should itself 
responsible for sending out children who have 
capacity enjoy the best things life. The love 
and appreciation good music, stories, poems, and 
the beauties nature are the best safeguards child 
can have now well the future. The begin- 
nings these appreciations should found the 
kindergarten. The love for and interest reading 
which can aroused through listening good 
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stories and poems will more value the first 
grade than the knowledge small reading vocab- 
ulary. 

Appreciation the interdependence people 
developed the children play out the experiences 
the various helpers the community. The habit 
showing courtesy and consideration for storekeep- 
ers, errand boys, telephone operators, policemen, 
and firemen are begun their dramatic play. The 
right feeling toward others, toward nature, and 
toward God, the Maker all, surely worth while. 
These objectives appreciations, attitudes, feelings, 
and ideals toward life will open for them the gates 
into the celestial, the country satisfaction 
and vision.” 

What skills and knowledge besides these social 
and mental habits and appreciations should ex- 
pect children kindergarten age attain? While 
these have not been scientifically ascertained 
means measuring them evolved, children should 
expected grow knowledge and skill through 
the real experiences given them and through the 
opportunities which the kindergarten affords for 
them carry activities that are worth while. 

hand work children should able work 
out their ideas through the use various materials. 
addition, they should show ability work neatly 
and orderly manner. 

language they should able give ex- 
pression their ideas, enter into class discus- 
sions relating the day’s work, participate 
dramatic plays, answer questions pointedly, 
articulate distinctly, eliminate baby talk, use 


Ou, the glad green leaves! Oh, the happy wind! 
Oh, delicate fragrance and balm! 

Storm and tumult are left behind 
rapture golden calm. 
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soft voice all their work, use larger vocabu- 
lary because the richness experiences given, 
repeat poems they have memorized. 
should made using the following forms cor- 
rectly: saw, seen; was, were; ate, eaten; did, done; 
come, came. 

music children should able sing short 
songs with sweet true voices. Monotones should 
eliminated large extent through the use tone 
plays. The children should also able interpret 
simple selections variety ways—through the 
use bodily movements, pictures, poems, and sim- 
ple musical instruments. 

conclusion, believe that the most valuable 
kindergarten objectives which may measured 
terms the modern elementary schools are—right 
social habits, habits clear thinking, appreciations, 
and simple but definite skills and knowledge. 

would not depreciate the skills and knowledge 
but would emphasize those abilities, such con- 
centration attention, perseverance, co-operation, 
initiative, orderly ways working and moving, 
self-control, honesty, courtesy, and consideration for 
others which are much needed the world today. 
all departments education are coming 
realize the great responsibility which the school must 
assume for the development these habits. 

The kindergarten, which deals with the begin- 
ning school life, has the great opportunity 
starting right social and mental habits and those 
appreciations which are the hope the future, 


they are gateways which the child can enter into 
the spiritual world.

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Kindergarten Objectives which may Built upon the 
Early Grades

ITH the ever growing sympathy and under- 
standing between the kindergarten and the 
lower primary grades and with both departments 
reaching out and appropriating the best modern 
psychology and child study, difficult speak 
certain objectives kindergarten objectives. 
Kindergarten objectives today can truly say 
are the objectives all those who are progressively 
working with the child who the play stage 
development, that from four eight years age. 
Nevertheless know that from its inception 
the kindergarten has stood for the development 
the child accordance with his abilities and his 
capacity and has concerned itself with the child’s 
development member social group. The 
objectives which are beginning stressed the 
early grades have always been stressed kindergar- 
ten theory, however far kindergarten practice may 
have departed from the rightful application the 
theory. 

The class-room teacher now earnestly asking 
the question tersely expressed Terman: 
can carry the routine work the school without 
deadening the native intelligence and curbing over- 
much the child’s Today the day 
when the child and his growth the center atten- 
tion rather than the school curriculum the school 
procedure. From this more intelligent study and 
understanding the child and his social inheritance 
will surely come improved school curriculum and 
improved school procedure. 

The child the lower grades longer meas- 
ured only the rapidity with which masters the 
three R’s. The child’s school success today 
addition his proficiency acquiring the tools 
learning measured terms his physical growth, 
his development right habits and attitudes 
towards school work, his growth appreciation 
the beautiful, and his development useful 
member social group. 

Let consider first the child’s right school 
environment and school procedure that will aid 
him his normal physical growth. When scientists 
tell that there perceptible amount retarda- 
tion growth the beginning the child’s school 


life cannot afford ignore the warning, even 
though future investigations may prove other causes 
than school attendance for this slackening growth. 
know beyond question that during this 
period growth the young child needs opportunity 
for much physical exercise, that his growing muscles 
demand movement, and that contrary the 
laws nature compel him sit quietly his 
seat for long periods time. 

The child, especially the city child, during this 
period needs, the kindergarten, opportunities 
use the playground physical apparatus that will 
exercise the larger muscles, such slides and swings. 
addition the equipment must such that space 
may obtained for physical exercise the class 
room itself. Movable chairs and tables are rapidly 
proving their value means securing more 
space for physical activity our crowded school 
buildings, and the most practical equipment for 
the class-room organization that aims have short 
periods intensive work the school skills for vary- 
ing groups children the same time that the re- 
mainder the class busily engaged other types 
activity. 

This kind class-room organization vital 
aid the child’s physical growth, making unneces- 
sary the long periods inhibitions damaging 
the child’s nervous system and frequently the 
cause many bad habits both physical and men- 
tal. 

Much time that was formerly devoted number 
and word drills may given active play games 
which physical activity happily combined with 
repetition and use the new symbols. 

From the standpoint physical growth school 
discipline can longer consist constant repres- 
sion the child’s natural activity mind and body. 
Freedom move and act within the limits the 
rights the other members the class must 
recognized. Mr. Patri writes: happy growing 
things make some sort noise. Children always 
make noise they are free. Where two three 
children are gathered, silence not the midst 
them. really give the children chance grow 
actively the class room the classes will have 
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made smaller. The furniture will have made 
for the socialized recitation and socialized study. 
Then the note silence will change. 

the silence death and the silence 
life. Out the forest there silence that one 
feels and hears. Things are growing, living, fulfill- 
ing the law their being. One feels and hears the 
hum life the teeming silence; feels the work 
and the workers and loves the silence. God. 
Experience proves that there reason 
why the same opportunity for physical growth 
should not continue the early grades the 
kindergarten. 

the kindergarten the teacher has been free 
devote much time and thought the motor 
activities the child. The child has been encour- 
aged express his thoughts through concrete forms. 
his knowledge and his powers formulate his 
ideas have grown has been provided with suitable 
materials express his thoughts. 

the lower primary grades for many years 
certain small amount time has been allotted 
some simple form drawing, painting, construc- 
tion work. Only today are beginning realize 
that manual activity the early grades must have 
the same objective the kindergarten. must 
give the child the opportunity express his experi- 
ences and give him avenue through which 
can use his newly acquired knowledge and skill. 
The child still the stage where interested 
expressing himself through action concrete 
form and not all interested the abstract formu- 
lation knowledge. For example, not all 
interested the abstract acquiring knowledge 
the alphabet, but very much interested 
making and illustrating alphabet primer, thereby 
acquiring through motor activity the knowledge 
which formerly received through drill. 

His interest the world around him still most 
keen and anxious express through dramatic 
play the life that goes around him. The only 
difference between him and the four-year-old kin- 
dergarten child desire not only imagine that 
representing the life around him but desire 
imitate that life concrete form, and find 
him playing store not with the aid his imagination 
alone but spending long hours making various 
properties that thinks needs successfully 
put this play into execution. 

The wise teacher will use this interest the child 
means not only developing his manual tech- 
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nique but developing his ability plan and exe- 
cute and increasing his power sustained inter- 
est. 

The manual activities the lower primary 
grades become more and more socialized projects, 
planned and executed groups children work- 
ing towards common end. 

our analysis the kindergarten are con- 
stantly impressed with the wise use that has been 
made the child’s everyday experiences. are 
only beginning realize the educational value 
using the grades these same everyday experiences 
motivate and make real the child the value 
acquiring the subject-matter the grades. How 
much more worth while the child endeavor 
master the first steps penmanship his object 
make Christmas cards valentines, write 
invitation his mother come school fes- 
tival, than the old way learning reproduce cer- 
tain letters set logical fashion! 

How thrilled the child the first grade when 
realizes how much more can this year for the 
Christmas party than could last year when 
was the kindergarten! The measuring one’s 
own power similar situation one the great- 
est incentives earnest effort. 

The first steps reading are enhanced and glori- 
fied they are associated with the keeping 
record current events the class room, and the 
reading story from book becomes vital issue 
social situation provided where eager audi- 
ence awaits the successful story reader. 

Fortunately for teachers children enjoy master- 
ing the school skills just for the pleasure doing 
what others do, but this technical work associ- 
ated with the child’s personal need the drive and 
force with which attacks the problem will carry 
him far beyond any other method. 

But there another result more vital than the 
mastery technique and that that the child 
the same time acquiring the habit using his 
own life the skills that acquiring 
not the extent our education but the use 
which put that importance. The child’s 
own personal experiences, desires, and emotions 
must the foundation his use school 
edge function its fullest extent. 

Closely allied this use the child’s experi- 
ences comes the necessity permitting the teacher 
organize and develop her work her own way. 
This freedom has always been accorded the kinder- 
gartner, but now find the pressing need this 
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same freedom organization for the lower grade 
teacher. 

Professor Bonser says: teacher will have 
under conditions freedom accomplish her 
year’s work without any arbitrary assignments 
subject-matter months, and without being bound 
any arbitrary sequence which subject-matter 
must taken up. She will, course, expected 
have her children reach those standards set 
the state matters technical processes and prin- 
ciples for her grade the end the year. But 
she will perfectly free secure these relation- 
ship such projects most appropriately include 
them such times these most normally arise, 
and with flexibility program that will permit 
any needed 

are asking more from the teacher breadth 
knowledge and power organize material but 
are also giving her the opportunity doing more 
creative work. Modern science providing her 
with tools which she may measure the children’s 
capacities and attainments, thereby making pos- 
sible for her judge her work more accurate 
manner than the past. 

The freer the teacher her work, the more 
she aims help the children achieve through 
their own vital experiences, the more necessary 
for her have carefully standardized tests 
which she may evaluate her work with the least ex- 
penditure time. The results these tests must 
accurately interpreted and followed with 
appropriate means aid the child strengthen 
any weaknesses discovered. 

There large field open for the development 
satisfactory tests the school skills acquired during 
the first two years. 

When consider such subjects Literature, 
Music, and the Fine Arts, see clearly how effect- 
ively kindergarten methods can carried over into 
the grades. These subjects should continue 
based the child’s individual interests and emo- 
tional response. must have opportunity hear 
the best literature and music and see beautiful 
color and beautiful pictures. must encour- 
aged express himself through these mediums 
order that through expression may come into 
closer contact with the arts and grow appreciation. 

The teacher should familiar with the children’s 
attainments along these lines the kindergarten 
and she should have for her aim the advancement 
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their powers self-expression and technical 
and the development higher and higher standards 
appreciation. 

have not dwelt the formal subject-matter 
the grades, the acquiring the skills reading, 
writing, and arithmetic, because these naturally 
and easily develop from the oral English, the pic- 
ture drawing, and the incidental number work the 
kindergarten. This development has been discussed 
length many times and, comparison with other 
problems, minor importance. The great need 
emphasize the point view the child, 
think him active, growing being who needs 
active, create, and play his way into the 
heritage the race. 

Miss Weeks, her stimulating book, Socializing 
the Three R’s, says that every teacher must not sim- 
ply ask the question, ‘‘How can best teach this 
child read, write, and but ‘‘How can 
best fit him survive the world know and 
also help bring pass the better world which 

The great call today the school develop 
leaders and members society with keen sense 
social responsibility. The kindergarten has paved 
the way and shown that only having conditions 
that make for actual social habits the class room 
can the child grow ability act correctly 
social situation. Free social intercourse between 
child and child and teacher and child must pro- 
vided the child acquire the social habits and 
attitudes that desire him have. 

Dr. Payson Smith Massachusetts has been 
quoted saying, thing that impresses 
most significant our educational development 
the last few years the change our objectives 
from one individual gain that service. The 
whole philosophy the schools has been trans- 
formed. has become Now say: 
“If you get education will enable you under- 
stand other people, get the other person’s point 
view; makes you compassionate; you can serve 
better and work better with others this service.”

HERE little theory that distinctly new 

education today, and most what new 

has been evolving for some time, that the objec- 

tives which shall speak have been formulating 

the practice many our training schools for 

several years. They are the objectives, however, 

which seem first importance the present 
time. 

discussing the value objective, young 
woman class the other day said: take 
purpose and before you know the purpose takes 
These objectives which define and accept 
for the training kindergarten teachers, determine 
the choice material, working method, and organi- 
zation, and that sense ‘‘take training 
teachers when once have adopted them. They 
are derived should derived, believe, from two 
principal sources. The objectives the present- 
day kindergarten, they have been stated recently, 
dictate certain requirements for the training kin- 
dergarten teachers. The demands society upon 
the schools and the teachers today suggest other 
objectives for the training teachers. each in- 
stance shall endeavor show the validity the 
objective well some its implications for the 
course study and the technique teaching the 
training school. 

the kindergarten the child rightly the cen- 
ter observation and activity and objectives are 
expressed terms his development. the 
training school the prospective teacher the pivotal 
point and the aims the training teacher are rightly 
formation and practice must combined that 
she will acquire the dispositions and abilities that 
are essential her success teacher the kinder- 
gartens today. She must possess the right men- 
tal sets,—the attitudes and ideals that are desirable; 
and she must have the opportunities while train- 
ing develop the skill and the habits necessary 
carry these ideals over her future living. 


The Disposition and Ability Place the Education 
Little Children Scientific Basis: 


Education the past has been largely guesswork. 


Results have been terms the teacher’s opinion. 
There have been scientific yardsticks whereby 
educational procedure could measured, but 
the twenty years since the first tests were devised 
the movement for educational measurement has 
gained great headway. This movement aims 
put education basis scientific accuracy. The 
purpose create standards measurement and 
units accomplishment. Cubberley says Public 
School Administration, school, the most impor- 
tant undertaking any community, has stood iso- 
lated the community, unable prove that what 
was doing was the best possible, and unable 
speak the community language which the 
community could easily This indict- 
ment has been true the kindergarten; the pub- 
lic general the procedure the kindergarten 
still somewhat mystery and its accomplishments 
are but vaguely understood. needs standards 
measurement and units accomplishment that will 
enable define and demonstrate its value 
doubtful schoolmen and parents. 

The kindergarten teachers the future must 
have training that will give them the disposition 
and ability place the education little children 
scientific basis. few the implications 
this objective are more thorough courses general 
psychology, genetic psychology, and the psychology 
subject-matter. There should least one 
course Educational Tests and Measurements, 
with certain amount laboratory work required. 
Mental and acquisition tests should given the 
students themselves, and the opportunity observe 
and assist the giving tests children should 
provided. Group and individual records should 
made students practice teaching and the sci- 
entific attitude should carefully cultivated. 

superintendent certain school system 
called his kindergarten teachers together and chal- 
lenged them experiment test the values 
hand work the kindergarten. They were incensed 
that questioned these values; they said, 
know from our observations that hand work 
produces such and such With extreme diffi- 
culty finally convinced them that they did not

know from the scientific point view until they had 
facts deduced from carefully devised and controlled 
experiments. can send young teachers out 
with minds open new truth, questioning, investi- 
gative, suspending judgment until all the facts are 
in, shall have contributed much toward scientific 
progress the education little children. 

this movement rightly understood, there 
danger that shall destroy the spontaneity 
the kindergarten kill its less tangible values.

The Disposition and Ability Utilize the Technique 


the Arts and Crafts for the Benefit Childhood 
Education: 


The activities and interests child life show the 
crude beginnings every art and craft.

burning sentence conveying the fact that his 
blocks have been seized, his earliest attempt 
speech making; the pink cat his embryonic effort 
painting. the past the kindergarten 
have too often failed see this connection, glimpse 
the end the beginning. wrong technique has 
sometimes been acquired this little child and 
later the musical art expert has had correct 
bad habits and attitudes. Time has been lost and 
sometimes irretrievably lost. Today 
garten child expected have story, song, verse, 
oral expression, the industrial and fine arts, and the 
drama under teacher who has the highest stand- 
ards for the selection material and the teaching 
these arts and crafts. 

This fact imposes responsibility the train- 
ing schools for courses high standards all 
these fields. The young teacher likely err 
the side being too lax rather than too particular. 
All her past training has set aside often and 
fresh start appreciation and skill made. Every 
young woman who enters training school may 
able play the piano, but very few them possess 
real love for music, sincere appreciation the 


finest our musical inheritance, desirable 
technique for playing kindergarten music. the 
various courses included the arts and crafts 
necessary moreover give the student much more 
material than the child can grasp she have 
sufficient basis for present selection and vision 
for the child’s future development. order 
acquire the necessary skill she must have much 
practice the class room and with the children dur- 
ing her training. 

Last year the Superintendence Session Dean 
Kelley the University Kansas, speaking be- 
fore this section, emphasized the value early lan- 
guage training. course preventive and con- 
structive work speech which combines theory and 
practice greatly needed most our kindergar- 
ten training schools. The art speech one 
the most beautiful and useful all the arts, the 
years under six are the most important years 
speech acquisition, and yet the technique correct 
speech little understood most our kinder- 
garten teachers. 


The Disposition and Ability Co-ordinate the Work 


the Kindergarten with That the Other Ele- 
mentary Grades: 


The kindergarten has too often been isolated 
from the rest the elementary school, fact from 
education whole. This was true the first 
place because the kindergarten ushered new ideas, 
some them revolutionary. suggested educa- 
tion age when the public schools did not pro- 
vide any education. due time both the educa- 
tional ideals the kindergarten and the kindergarten 
itself were accepted certain school systems, and 
the kindergarten was given room the public 
school building. The amalgamation, however, went 
little further. The kindergartner, trained under- 
stand children from four five six and handle 
the subject-matter and methods the kindergar- 
ten alone, had little interest the rest the 
school and intelligent basis for co-operation. 

Very often because her highly specialized 
training and her zeal for her own philosophy edu- 
cation, she held herself aloof and the other teachers 
the building were quick enough resent and re- 
ciprocate this attitude. The child suffered. His 
education lacked continuity purpose and content. 
Habits and attitudes beginning function the 
kindergarten were unknown the primary teacher 
and ignored his subsequent training. 
point can life isolated. The primary child claims 
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the closest kinship the kindergarten child,—in 
fact the kindergarten child few months ago 
part and parcel him. The primary child needs 
motor activity, fruitful sensory contacts, things 
nurture, opportunity converse, work for his 
hands, fully much does the kindergarten child. 
The gap can only perfectly bridged teachers 
the kindergarten and early grades who have had 
the same training. 

Therefore our training schools must include 
courses kindergarten-primary methods and cur- 
riculum, and must give equal practice and observa- 
tion for the kindergarten and first two three 
grades. They should include, well, such courses 
the history and principles education and the 
comparative study methods will enable these 
teachers see their work the broader setting 
general principles and methods education and 
the light advancing objectives through the ele- 
mentary school, high school, and college. The kin- 
dergarten rightly considered the foundation 
the educational system. architect would build 
foundation without regard the superstructure. 


The Disposition and Ability Co-ordinate Kinder- 
garten Education with Pre-Kindergarten Educa- 
tion the Home and the School: 


educational institution has made con- 
sistent effort reach the home and help the mother 
than has the kindergarten. Kindergarten teachers 
have made many calls the homes and have not 
infrequently, schools having half-day sessions for 
kindergarten, been chosen school visitors. They 
have organized countless mothers’ clubs and classes. 
They have been many instances the most enthu- 
siastic supporters parent-teacher associations. 
They have, however, even where the desire was pres- 
ent, been unable give parents the intelligent help 
infant education that the home needs, and they 
have not based the education the kindergarten 
upon the first education the child the home. 
They have known too little about genetic develop- 
ment these pre-kindergarten years. 

Infant education has received great impetus 
America from the Nursery School England well 
from the work such psychologists John Wat- 
son, that there today reliable body facts 
concerning these early years and many experimental 
stations for pre-kindergarten activity. de- 
plorable fail make connections with the child’s 
previous experience when enters kindergarten 
ignore subsequent education. Moreover there 
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growing interest the part parents and deep- 
ening sense need and responsibility, that the 
kindergarten teacher today has great opportu- 
nity she prepared for it. order meet this. 
need the training future kindergartners, the 
training school should make the work these first 
years more intensive child study, child psychol- 
ogy, and hygiene. The courses childhood educa- 
tion should stress the pre-kindergarten; special 
study should made the literature available 
the nursery schools England and other countries; 
and one more experimental stations should 
open for observation and practice. 


The Disposition and Ability Make the School, 
Which the Kindergarten Part, Community 
Center, and the Teacher Leader All Worth- 
While Community Projects: 


The better community movement certain 
states has been gaining great headway, and some 
these states growing policy build the 
schoolhouse with the community center mind. 
Superintendents and principals vision both 
city and rural districts have been extending the use 
the school buildings the community and have 
been opening classes and initiating programs which 
would meet the needs and appeal the interest 
the people these communities. better com- 
munity movement helps realize higher ideal for 
every institution the community, develops 
local pride good citizenship, and integrates the 
individuals and institutions into democratic whole. 

The school the institution which brings 
should bring the individual consciousness his 
relationship all other institutions, logically the 
community center. order, however, make 
such center fact well name, teachers 
must have caught the meaning the movement and 
must trained co-operate it. The teacher 
who considers her day’s work ended and her respon- 
sibility teacher discharged when the school door 
closes the last the forty wriggling youngsters 
will never fit into this scheme. She must vitally 
interested every institution and worth-while en- 
terprise the community and she must ready 
lead often these projects. She lives, not in. 
the past, isolation often from the life about 
but vital part it,—human, enthusiastic, in- 
terpreter parents and citizens the needs chil- 
dren and the larger meaning education which 
the school only one instrument. 

prepare teachers for such function, courses. 
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civics, good citizenship, general and applied soci- 
ology must included the curriculum the 
training school. Lectures should given all 
phases the higher life and social agencies the 
community which the school located. Excur- 
sions many places business, educational, social, 
and civic interest should part the program, 
and the training school itself should serve center 
the community where situated, students 
should have participation public 
schools serving such centers. Students need 
more than theory here elsewhere; they must have 


some practice order develop the ability for this 
function. 


The Disposition and Ability Maintain Health and 
Physical Fitness for Themselves Teachers and 
for the Children Their Care: 


The kindergarten has received much criticism 
the past because its health standards have not been 
sufficiently high. Since children under six years 
age are more susceptible physical conditions and 
more prone contagion than older children, and 
since the results disease are unusually serious 
these years, the kindergarten ought place 
where not only illness would prevented but 
the constructive side everything possible done 
build strong and capable body. The teacher her- 
self should free from disease other physical 
handicap and she needs much vitality. Little chil- 
dren demand teacher who can play, and takes 
reserve power ready all occasions this. 

Moreover all teaching takes nervous force and 
the teaching the small child requires unusual 
amount because the dependence little children 
and the difficulty group adjustments making 
the great transition from home school. The 
teacher the past, because lack knowledge and 
practice scientific living, has failed often de- 
velop the training school either the disposition 
ability maintain health and physical fitness for 
herself and for the children intrusted her care. 

The training school has the obligation that for 
the teacher training which the kindergarten must 
for the child,—develop strong and capable body, 
and addition must give her the desire and skill 
maintain good health while teaching and attain 
these objectives her work with the 
tering students should given physical examina- 
tion reliable physician nurse, and all who have 
serious physical handicap should rejected. Any 
students with difficulties which are not serious and 


which can easily remedied should admitted 
with the proviso that they carry out the measures 
necessary put them good physical condition. 
The director physical education, the housemothers 
such students, well the head the educa- 
tional department, should have copies the physi- 
cian’s report. 

All students should have examination once 
year, and those the proviso list frequently enough 
insure progress. Personal hygiene, including 
mental hygiene, dietetics, and eugenics, are essential 
building proper attitudes and habits. Daily 
work the gymnasium, stressing, course, folk 
dancing, games, and playground athletics, very 
desirable, and the development love for out-of- 
door sports through participation them equally 
important. school itself must set right ex- 
ample the hygienic condition its buildings and 
where dormitories dining rooms are maintained 
they should under the direction those who 
have been scientifically trained. The matter 
health maintenance part the philosophy 
living, and right philosophy with reference work, 
recreation, rest, and social relationships necessary 
before the student’s preparation complete. 

The field training for arriving the part the 
objective which applies children has been indi- 
cated some extent what has just been given, 


but special courses child hygiene, schoolroom 


giene, dietaries for children, and practical nursing 
are also essential. The practice schools should have 
high standards the care the children’s health 
and the student teaching should afford experience 
observing and forwarding the health program. 
Responsibility overseeing the ventilation and some 
the cleaning will, for instance, much center- 
ing the student’s attention these important de- 
tails and giving her the ability control them 
later her own schoolroom. 


The Disposition and Ability Use Leisure Time for 
Further Study, Travel, and Other Worth-While 
Recreation: 


The other objectives which have been mentioned 
cannot realized continuously after the training 
school course has been completed unless leisure time 
utilized for further study, travel, and other worth- 
while recreation. The teacher will not continue 
have the ability place the education little chil- 
dren scientific basis unless she keeps pace with 
scientific progress, and present very rapid. 
She cannot community leader unless she sees 
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her own community the light other commu- 
nities which she visits reads about, and unless she 
participates the worthy recreations afforded 
her community. She cannot maintain health with- 
out leisure time rightly employed. The vacations 
some teachers are more debilitating than year 
work. 

Over and above all these reasons, however, 
would place the necessity enriching personality. 
The life that lacks the joy deep and varied expe- 
rience becomes more colorless youth vanishes 
until the personality lacks all charm for young and 
old. If, one writer expresses it, ‘‘the teacher’s 
mind and spirit are the stained glass through which 
the sunlight must fall,” and ‘‘all that passes 
through living personality takes its tone and quality 
through this then should the training 
school provide for the enrichment the teacher’s 
personality the only way that such enrichment 
can come, through vital and varied living. 

shrewd commentator the project method 
has said that the young teacher uses only rela- 
tively well, that the woman man some expe- 
rience life and with the enriched personality who 
makes the excellent teacher. While this statement 
doubtless true all methods, particularly 
true one that stresses school living and for 
every pupil enlarging experience. 

not easy arrive this objective the 
training teachers. demands not only courses 
art, music, literature, travel, and nature study, 
which emphasize appreciation and interpretation, 
and create the joy which demands more the same 
stimuli; but also requires excursions nature,— 
the woods and the fields and the water, trips 
such places art and musical interest may 
available. One training school not only carries 
its bulletin board reviews plays, concerts, and art 
exhibits that are worth while, but frequently the 
student body and faculty together enjoy some enter- 
tainment real merit and these occasions are treas-

The Disposition and Ability Live Upon the Higher 
Moral and Social Levels and the Moral- 
Social Development Childhood:

self-control without which the fine institutions 
our modern life cannot saved.

The Doing and the Making Child

the school systems today there strong 
emphasis upon manual training and voca- 
tional education there will ever be, that is, has 
reached prominence the forward moving schools, 
which, character, almost envelops the school cur- 
riculum. 

the danger its prominence which 
must fear, not the anxiety attending its absence 
within our curriculum. Because the indisputa- 
ble fact that human beings understand more readily 
and deepen their memory capacity through making 
things, the schools are using this making instinct 
nucleus for the creation true source all- 
needed subject-matter for the child. 

This good; purposeful; entirely over- 
shadows less interesting schoolroom methods, but 
because its incorporation, there lurks the danger 
its entrance into the school system the exclu- 
sion the doing child. For the purpose argu- 

ment the term means the child who experi- 
ments upon materials, direct contrast with the 
child whom patterns are presented. 

The young child, leaving the nursery period and 
exhibiting desire use his powers and the body 
nearest perhaps the most attractive material 
hand and makes work. conceives object; 
forms plan. simply uses his power 
convert material. 


The transition from the child the 
child not gradual one; discovers 
himself child because mere action 
his body, responsive tools and materials, results 
observer his daily actions. lies true 
life lesson. the stream life there are numerous 
souls self-engrossed, asking from day day, 
children, occupying the air-castle building 
time, action, action, and more action, they 
would awaken one hour see that some object 
undreamed-of has developed encouragement 
not reality their lives. 

with the initial step child the 
kindergarten first school year. word warn- 
ing must sounded the teacher who reverses 
the order development, and who forces the pupil 
through the period rather around 
the pattern stage, robbing him the 
privilege naturally proceeding under his own 
power. 

allow the child work with his hands 
early period, experiment, manufacture, cor- 
rect because instinctive. However, the 
early age not thinking himself artist 
artisan; not seeing himself perspective 
his choice life work—his perspective may 
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mental vision cowboy engine driver, 
artist’s physician’s son. 

the later school age that the manual 
training vocational work may produce desire 
concentrate his powers around and about 
particular calling. the adolescent period 
too early. that age, also, his teacher should 
keep before her mind the fact that still 
large measure child. His years experi- 
menting are all too short and his younger 
school days should abundantly filled with oppor- 
tunities obtain all-sided growth extending 
the period the child for him. 

New materials meet with new responses the 
kindergarten.

Again look the child who, with paper 
only, begins fold its edges corners. This 
usually suggests receptacle, box, basket, 
tray, because its bounded sides, showing carry- 
ing capacity. 

The child arranging the large wood pillars 
develops something which him looks like fence. 
Fence suggests more and field. Field suggests 
something within it, and the little mind exer- 
cising normal and developing sequence. 

daily observer many children can truly 
and enthusiastically announce the wonders the 
creative brain the child. not 
handicapped your too simple idea and insult 
his capacity, nor forced accept what you 
mistakenly expect his powers. encour- 
aging questions reaches his height his own 
power—he makes his own trail, speak. 

But here ends his faith, his dream, his teacher 
belongs that conscientious school informants. 
She wishes him object maker instead 
object creator, thinking the progress the latter 
slow. slow first, just the erection 
magnificent building slow its foundation 
work. The teacher apt believe that the steps 
education are previously created and awaiting 
the creation the child. She feels that her 
children’s hands not, through their manual 
training exhibit, express their brains, her position 
jeopardized—she has not encompassed her set 
patterns. 

not the leader community the one who 
has created new plan movement?

Briefly, the point is, that thinking should 
developed the field interest, memory strength- 
ened through effort—prolongation the period 
the child.

The weakness that have patience with 
the child, the child who experiments and 
perhaps wastes, the child who thinks forty minutes 
and works ten.

tions handicraft: pen rack from the coming 
surgeon; bookcase from the future wheelwright;

Inventory Habits 

Much interest has been expressed recent 
bulletin issued Teachers College concerning chil- 
dren’s habits. The report bears the name Agnes 
Rogers, Goucher College, who presents the mate- 
rial contained most clearly and helpfully; but 
also the result the records made many super- 
visors and students. probably one the most 
practical and instructive reports that has yet been 
issued Teachers College. stresses actual edu- 
cation versus subject-matter skills, and gives 
all instruction the difficult task checking up. 
Speaking the use such bulletin, the preface 
says: 

“In the past has been customary provide 
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teachers the elementary school with one tool 
great value their work—the course study—in 
which the subject-matter covered presented. 
However useful this instrument may be, has never- 
theless been insufficient, have considerable 
evidence that many children have mastered subject- 
matter and yet failed acquire the most impor- 
tant educational desidera. only too 
common that goals such reading and writing are 
achieved while the habits and attitudes which are 
the very essence good education remain lack- 
apparent that teachers general 
would benefited another type program than 
the typical course study. They require re- 
statement their task terms the changes 
intellect, character, and skill effected their 
pupils. This program would supplement and not 
supplant existing courses study. The habits and 
attitudes essential successful living and desirable 
for their own sake would thereby stressed the 
main objectives 

would owe Teachers College debt thanks 
for the way has listed children’s habits, even 
had discover the habits for ourselves. But 
has not only given new way checking 
but has supplied with wonderful concrete list 
and record sheets with which work our own 
problem. Ninety-two habits cultivated 
the school are listed, and supplementary list for 
the special use parents.

The High Cost Education 


report from the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement Education declares that the enor- 
mous cost free education threatens doom this 
great adjunct our democracy. The report calls 
attention some startling figures and declares that 
unless public money paid for the great public 
school system not more carefully expended, the 
situation will become more and more difficult 
cope with. 

“The present day system education has 
reached its enormous expense not wholly reason 
its efficiency, but partly reason its super- 
says the report. Many these forms 
training, particularly vocational training, are called 
educational farces, which should confined 
trade schools, which there great lack. Many 
the business and other courses colleges are 
delusive, for their subjects cannot taught 
academic way. Only separating fundamental 
training from specialized training can this super- 
ficiality and expense done away with. 

seems that the cost public schools has in- 
creased since 1890 from $140,000,000 $1,000,000,- 
000. The cost salaries teachers has increased 
from $96,000,000 $436,000,000. also seems 
that enrollment, especially the higher grades, has 
greatly increased. Incomes have 
enormously increased. The entire financial problem 
now stated only figures that are stagger- 
ing. 
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“The world finds itself today facing situation 
which there highly stimulated demand for 
the comforts and luxuries life, while, the same 
time, there is, the whole, diminished production 
the individual worker, and over large part 
the most highly cultivated industrial regions 
the world bitterness and strife have displaced the 
ordinary processes peaceful industry.”’ 

The report speaks critically the general work 
the schools, indicating that the public begin- 
ning demand better results for the money ex- 
pended, especially along the line citizenship and 
character. 

The fact that the public really beginning 
take active interest.in education will please rather 
than disturb the educator. for superficiality, 
none know better than that there much de- 
plore. Long ago, Professor Charles McMurray 
said: 

“The influx modern thought studies and the 
consequent enlargement the curriculum whole 
has been great achievement education. This 
has led, however, overloading and congestion 
the school program. The outcome actual 
impoverishment, through condensation the im- 
portant studies, natural and yet very disap- 
pointing 

The Carnegie report will not alarm the forward 
thinking teacher, but will raise hope that before 
long education will divorced politics, put 
strictly business basis, and give return prac- 
tical and intensive training, involving not only books 
but life itself. 


Disciplining Children 


the Journal Educational Method for June, 
1922, William Heard Kilpatrick has article with 
the above title. Whatever Professor Kilpatrick has 
say upon education immediate interest 
teachers, and would seem this talk, delivered 
before various parents’ associations, that has 
message for the home also. calls attention 
the comparative aspects character and conduct,— 
interesting way putting the problem disci- 
pline. 

from pious wishes, what parents really 
seek? character conduct? When the 
long-suffering mother says, ‘Children, stop making 
much noise,’ or, ‘John, have told you once 
stop teasing your sister,’ safe say that 
the present peace and comfort the family that are 
mostly sought. Possibly the tired father’s attitude 


more striking. The children annoy him their 
noise. ‘Can’t you make those children keep quiet?’ 
will ask impatiently. The mother tells the chil- 
dren that father has been working hard for them all 
day and tired tonight and they must consider his 
feelings and keep quiet. They mind for while; 
then they forget, the father will rail out, ‘If have 
speak you again, you'll all bed once. 
you hear me?’ Now ask again, character 

From the above typical and ordinary situation 
home life, Professor Kilpatrick compels some 
close and worth-while thinking. possible, 
our limited space, give only part his conclu- 
sions:

Good 
conduct—immediate conduct—is the means good 
character just good character the means 
later and further good conduct. Going back the 
angry parent, much concerned over the 
effects the immediate conduct his own peace 
and happiness that forgets ask the effect his 
speech and tone the children. forgets for 
time the character they are building. point 
fact they are most likely result his threat 
learn prudence ‘not make noise when father 
tired,’ rather than acquire consideration for

The importance good habits thought and 
action stressed, but warning given that good 
conduct under pressure not constructive. 
spontaneous. where the parents’ limi- 
tations begin. With the best intentions 
not live their child’s inner life for him, nor even know 
just what mental processes are taking place when 
outward conduct may exemplary. The article 
discusses punishment and coercion most helpfully, 
and the problem facing the disagreeable life 
well handled. According Professor Kilpatrick 
there positively truth the old belief that 
there moral growth doing thing simply be- 
cause disagreeable. makes clear that the 
real reason for facing the disagreeable situation and 
doing the thing dislike that may save our- 
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selves from consequences infinitely more disagree- 
able, morally, mentally, physically, fail 
rise the situation question. 

Professor Kilpatrick believes prompt obedi- 
ence. not, however, fool myself. 
Obedience great convenience—to me—but 
far from being the whole child’s moral charac- 
ter. Indeed, most but small part it. 
Still, convenience, believe worth hav- 

believes that the secret real discipline 
found the positive rather than the negative. 

“Our part mainly one guiding with but little 
correcting. Obedience, coercion, and punishment 
belong the occasional emergency, not the rule 


life. They may indicate present zeal, but much 
more they point past failure—our failure 
direct matters aright. Let obedience, then, but 
rarely called into play, coercion less often, and 
punishment hardly all. For parents have 
use punishment older years practically sign 
permanent failure. the child gets older let the 
parents cherish increasingly the 
fidence their sympathy and fairness. This 
often hard for for they can try our patience sorely. 
But our insurance against the day evil. The 
time will come when coercion longer available 
any form. the parent who has long 
since learned without it. The ties love and 
sympathy need never grow old.”

the beginning the school year, half the 
kindergarten class were new children leaving 
home for the first time. seemed advisable link 
their home experiences with the first project 
undertaken kindergarten some way. 
watching their natural reactions the materials 
the room and developing the interests that seemed 
most worth while, doll house project was developed 
with the girls and aeroplane project with the 
boys, the aeroplanes being used give the dolls 
rides, and deliver mail. 

The first day school the new children became 
accustomed their new surroundings, while the 
children who had attended kindergarten before car- 
ried over ideas from the previous year. the end 
the second morning the teacher called the children 
together group observe, discuss, and play 
with the things that had been made. Out the 
variety things presented there seemed pos- 
sibilities four five very crude paper aeroplanes 
(two strips paner pasted together) and variety 
colored paper doll mats. 

Although these were very simple they were the 
children’s own efforts the teacher praised them 
and then sang the boys song about aeroplanes, 
which stimulated them fly them. Being full 
interest the children joined the singing and rap- 
idly learned the song. Some advance would have 
made the next day the teacher said, 
will ride our girls immediately 
wanted make dolls. This how the projects 
started from the children’s spontaneous reactions 
the materials the room. 

The next day traced paper dolls were put the 
tables, the children did not have enough creative 
ability make their own this time. These dolls 
delighted the children, and they cut them out and 
colored them. give chance for creative work 
the teacher had provided many colors crepe tissue 
paper. child chose color she wanted for her 
dress and color for the trimming, and dressed her 
doll she wished. 
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Making Doll House and Aeroplane 


Again the children were gathered group after 
their work was finished. was these discussions 
and ‘play times that the teacher aimed set stand- 
ards for growth. children’s efforts were praised 
and then discussed. This morning the dolls had 
violet, green, and blue hair. The teacher asked 
them look each other’s hair and see what color 
was. The children decided that thereafter brown, 
black, and yellow would suitable colors for hair. 
Dresses were wrapped over arms and way below the 
feet. After observing their own dresses was de- 
cided they must have sleeves them and skirts 
the knees. asking questions this manner each 
day definite improvement and growth was made, 
but each time the child thought out and answered 
herself the teacher’s questions. The teacher took 
one the prettiest dolls this discussion time and 
said the poem, once had dear little doll, 
Inside week all the girls could say and most 
the boys. The blocks were used make rooms 
and furniture and more paper mats were made, thus 
creating play center for the dolls. 

Similarly each day improvement was made 
till the dulls had properly colored shoes, stockings, 
and underwear. The dresses became better, and 
hats, caps, and coats were made, always the children’s 
free expression. One day dolls were the tables. 
The teacher said that she had not time draw 
them, and asked the children they could not make 
their own., was surprising what beautiful free

cut dolls they made, never again were they drawn 
for them. 

Through the same process free experimenta- 
tion, tables, table covers, chairs, and dishes were 
made. The block houses were often disturbed when 
the boys wanted use the blocks, each girl de- 
cided bring hat box from home for her house. 
The teacher cut out windows, some the card- 
board was very stiff, and the houses were furnished. 
After making great deai paper furniture, card- 
board boxes were experimented with for chairs and 
tables. These seemed more durable, were painted. 
The floors were painted brown, the walls papered 
with real wall paper, the outside the house painted 
white, and corrugated paper painted red for roofs. 
Scraps cloth, lace, and ribbon were used for cur- 
tains, great deal individuality being shown 
them. chance was given choose appropriate 
colors for wall paper and curtains. 

Paper flowers were put the front gardens, and 
paths made with rocks. The discussion gardens 
led planting one our own back yard. After 
the houses were completed brooms were made, and 
bits cloth were used for dust rags. When the 
house became dirty, had cleaning day. 


grocery store was made blocks. Beads were used 
for cans and were delivered the houses. 

the same time the boys were constructing 
aeroplanes for the dolls ride in. These grew grad- 
ually the doll houses had grown. After experi- 
menting with paper for while, and observing many 
pictures aeroplanes, they made cardboard and 
wooden ones, always their free expression. the 
group discussions such points these were brought 
out: aeroplane has two wings; the wings are 
wider than the body; the tailpiece small; there 
are two emblems the wings; aeroplanes need 
aviators, propellers, aviator’s and passenger’s 
seat; and the aviator has brown suit. The first 
aviators were bigger than the aeroplanes, but through 
the method questioning they were soon made 
the right proportion. 

order have higher standard the boys’ 
minds than they could ever reach themselves, 
after two weeks experimentation with paper, card- 
board, and wood, the teacher dictated them how 
make wooden aeroplane. They measured and 
sawed the body eighteen inches long, the tailpiece 
four inches, and the wings twelve inches. learning 
that twelve inches make foot. They measured 
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two inches the end each wing, put pencil marks 
there and nailed the upright pieces that held the 
wings together. This was quite task, so, after 
they had worked while, repair shop was created 
corner the room and each boy completing his 
aeroplane was paid twenty-five cents paper nickels. 
They were then painted and turned into United 
States mail aeroplanes, and delivered letters the 
girls’ houses. Red, white, and blue emblems were 
put them, seats and propellers were added, avia- 
tors were made, and then aeroplane hangar was 
out blocks keep them in. 

climatic event, when the objects were com- 
pleted, decided have party for the dolls, and 
one for ourselves. One boy was delighted over 
this that decorated his aeroplane with strips 
all colors crepe paper. our discussion 
decided that United States aeroplanes should 
decorated only with red, white, and blue, attract- 
ive patriotic paper chain and strip decorations were 
put for the party. The dolls were dressed 
new party dresses and served sand their toy 
dishes, while had honey crackers, had 
been studying the bees connection with our gar- 
den. 

Summing the advantages such project 
related the kindergarten curriculum: The chil- 
dren’s experience was widened through seeing many 
pictures houses, aeroplanes, and aeroplane hang- 
ars, etc.; trip nursery observe gardens; 
and trip grocery store. Their language 
was improved the discussion periods. They were 
taught speak complete sentences, and learned 
how express themselves clearly. Their vocabu- 
lary was enlarged such words aviator, aero- 
plane, hangar, propeller, trimmings, passenger, etc. 
They were told stories and learned poems. mu- 
sic they learned songs about the things they were 


making and sang them when they were really inter- 
ested the objects. manual arts they learned 
how use saw and hammer, how paste, cut, 
and use crayons, and above all developed creative 
ability. number and measure they learned how 
use ruler, that twelve inches make foot, and 
some money values. They had dramatic play each 
day while playing with the things made. The dolls 
had daily ride the aeroplanes, and the houses 
were swept and dusted, giving lesson hygiene. 
Nature was studied through the development the 
gardens. 

Such habits courtesy and politeness were de- 
veloped. When asking the girls’ dolls they would 
like for ride the boys learned say, 
you like riding and the girls 
replied, thank had wait for 
their turns when asking the teacher questions. They 
learned concentrate, often working one object 
for two hours without noticing visitors that came in. 
They acquired perseverance through working day 
after day one object. They learned something 
the value work, for you made nothing you 
had nothing with which play. Each day the room 
and the tables had cleaned before going 
out for recess, this way neatness was taught. 
They learned self-reliant. 
give her time one day the girls and the next 
the boys. While working with one group the other 
would absolutely independent. 
most valuable thing they learned was how think 
out and solve problems. There daily problem, 
such as, shall make can 
make party ‘‘How shall make 
emblems for our aeroplanes?”’
